The hu- I 
man hand is a wonderful piece of ma­ 
chinery , more useful than the paw of 
any animal and it is the human hand 
that has made man superior to and 
more powerful than all beasts. 
Occasionally an individual “ throws 
hack” to his' sea-born ancestors and is 
Lorn with webbed fingers or toes. Why 
nobody knows. 
An unusual series of such oases Is 
reported by Dr. Douglas P. Murphy in 
a recent issue of the J ournal of the 
American Medical Association. 
In five 
generations of a family in a mountain 
community , fourteen cases were found. 
The first member, a mountaineer, hod 
the second and third toes on his right 
foot webbed. Although this Is the first 
case which Doctor Murphy saw it was 
evidently considered

mestic happiness, his first son had 
1 all his fingers and toes webbed. The 
j son had ten children, three of which 
had webbed fingers or toes.

dren had this family mark. 
What is the cause of this pecullar- 
Ify ? No one knows. 
It occurred in 
boy s as often as in girls. In this fam­ 
ily , it was found In one-third of all 
the children. It only occurred in the

parents. 
Neither the children nor grandchit- 
dren of normal members showed till« 
deformity .
